TO  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  YORK: 


The  OofntTjisslrnerB  appointed  by  the  Council  to 
confer  with  the  Oovernment  on  the  •ubject  of  the 
transfer  of  tha  Macadamized  Roads,  beg  leave  to 

""rliat  at  Aft  Jnterview  wWch  they  had  this  day 
with  certain  members  of  the  Administration,  they 
Uarnt  that  the  valuation  made  by  the  Engineer  ot 
the  ^9•rd  of  Works,  9f  the  three  leading  roads, 
f north,  east  and  west),  amounted  to  £U&,OUU. 

After  consideraWo  debate,  and  reference  to  the 
Executive  CompoiI,  aa  offer  was  made,  (without 
oreiudice),  of  a  trawiferof  the  said  roads  for  the 
s.im  of  JET.-i.OOO,  payable  in  40  years,  at  5  per  cent 
interest.  Your  Commissioners  then  stated  that  they 
were  of  opinion  the  Municipal  Council  would  not 
iMie  to  tltat  propoial,  but  that  thoy  thought  it  not 
impossible  that  the  »um  of  jCW.OOO  might  be  given, 
interest  payable  at  the  rate  of  5- per  cent.

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Second  Report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Government  on  the 

transfer  of  the  Macadamised  Roads. 


TO  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  VORK. 


In  cxplnnation  of  your  Commissioners'  report 
made  yesterday,  your  Commissioners'  liave  now  to 
offer  tttthe  Council  detailed  information  relative  to 
th«  value  ofthe  Macadamized  lloads,  their  revenue, 
vM  the  co»t  of  maintenance,  based  upon  the  receipts 
and  expertdhure  during  the  terms  when  they  were 
held  by  thd  Commissioners,  and  by  the  Government 
reapedlively. 

It  has  been  ascertained,  by  full  reference  to  the 
record*,  that  the  total  income  from  the  three  roads 
in  the  year  1842,  was  £6,151  128.  4d  ,  which  by 
8  gradual  increase  became  in  1849-50,  £9,092,— 
■h«wit1g  a  growth  of  £2,942,  or  about  £869  per 
•ittuitt.  .    . 

Th*  expenditure  under  the  Commissioners,  on  an 
avttrage  of  four  years  (1841  to  '44),  was  £60  18s. 
8d.,  per  mile  per  anuum,  and  under  the  Govern- 
ment was  £115,  per  mile  per  annum. 

The  estimate  made  by  the  Government  Engineer 
for  the  future  expenditure  in  repairs,  is  £42  per 
mile  per  annum,  which  reduction  is  considered  due 
to  the  heavy  ontlay  made  upon  the  works  during 
the  last  three  years.  Your  Commissioners  have 
preferred,  however,  taking  a  mean  between  the 
original  outlay  of  the  Government  and  the  Road 
Commissioners,  and  estimate  the  futur*'^  cost  at  £■^0 
per  mile  pe.  omiuiii,  a  sum  undoubtedly  sufTicient 
for  all  contingencies  which  may  arise. 

In  estimating  the  revenue,  your  Commissioners 
have  allowed  only  for  the  same  annual  increase 
which  has  marked  the  past  eight  years,  taking  the 
rvtiirn*  of  1849-50,  as  the  lasis  of  the  calculation. 
It  Will  be  wen  therefore,  that  whilst  they  hava 
doubled  the  «BtimatB  of  the  expenses  made  by  the 
Oovernm«nt  Engineer,  they  have  anti  ipatcd  no 
greater  growth  of  the  revenue  tiisn  that  which  has 
taiken  place  during  the  last  eight  years  ;  making  a 
ftirther  allowance  of  seven  per  cent,  as  the  increase 
of  expenae  due  to  the  increase  of  travel. 

Awuming  that  the  sum  of  £60,000  be  paid  for 
Atto  works,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  subjoined  tabular 
Matement,  that  the  debt  may  be  liquidated  in  four- 
teen yean,  aolely  from  the  accruing  profits,  and 
without  recourse  to  any  other  funds,  tlian  those 


which  the  roads  themselves  will  yield.  By  12 
Vic,  chap.  176,  the  term  of  twenty  years  is  allowed 
for  the  liquidation  of  debt  iiicu/red  or  assumed 
by  Municipal  Councils  ;  if  therefore,  tlie  Council 
should  deiermine  uiwn  availing  itself  of  the  tuU 
period,  a  portion  of  the  3urpUis  revenue  of  the  roads 
may  be  retained  for  the  construction  of  new  works, 
or  for  other  County  purposes ;  sufficient  only  being 
carried  to  ihe  sinking  fund,  to  ensure  the  liquidation 
of  the  debt  within  the  prescribed  period. 

Whilst   your  Commissioners  have  assumed   the 
sum  of  £60,000  as  that  vvhicli  they  think  the  Qoun- 
oil  might  offer  for  the  works  in  question,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  revenue  derivable  therefrom  would 
ju-tify  a  higher  amount.    They  are  of  opinion  ho\y- 
ev»r,  thtt  the  Government  approcialing  the  public 
benefit  which  would  result  from  the  management  of 
these  roads  by  the  Council,  are  d  sposed  to  make  as 
liberal  an  arrangement  as  their  ascertained  value 
will  warrant ;  and  your  Commissioners  would  direct 
your  attention  to  the  powers  which   liave   recently 
been  vested  in  the  executive,  enabling  it  to  dispose 
of  public  works  in  any  manner  beneficial  to  the 
Province,  without  reference  to  local  Municipalities, 
as  well  as  to  establish  and  levy  such   rates  of  toll 
thoreon  it  they  continue  in  the  hands  of  Govern* 
ment,  as  shall  reduce  the  burthen  of  interest,  with 
which  the  Province  is  now  chargeable  in  respect 
thereof. 

In  conclusion,  your  Commissioners  would  revert 
to  the  fact,  that  the  Government  are  already  in  pos- 
session of  a  proposal  from  the  Corporation  nf  ilie 
City  of  Toronto,  for  the  purchase  of  the  most  valu- 
able portioii  of  these  works,  a  proposal,  which  al- 
though tho  Government  had  postponeil  action  by 
reason  of  the  pfotent  of  your  Commissioners  who 
claimed  priority  for  their  Council,  may  possibly, 
in  the  jventof  the  County  declining  the  transfer,  be 
induced  to  entertain.

TO  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  VOEK. 


Tlie  Standing  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges 
beg  leave  to  report : 

That  having  had  under  their  consideration  the 
petition  of  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  the 
Gore  of  Toronto,  praying  this  Council  to  establish 
the  Boundary  line  between  that  Township  and  the 
Township  of  Etobicnke  on  a  pormanent  footing,  ac- 
cording to  Law  ;  and  your  Committee  having  given 
the  law  as  much  considpration  as  their  limited  time 
would  permit,  are  of  opinion,  that  the  application 
for  that  purpose  should  emanate  from  the  Munici- 
pality of  euch  T<  wnship   respectively,  as  will  be 
seen  by  lefeieiice  to  the  12th    Vic,  chap.

TO  THE  COUNTY  COUNCH.  OF  YORK  : 


The  Standing  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  By-Law  to  assess  the 
County  for  the  erection  of  two  Bridges  in  Albion 
and  Chinguacousy,  beg  leave  to  report  ; 

That  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  unjust  towards  other  parts  of  the  County, 
to  levy  an  assessment  upon  the  whole  County  for 
the  specip.l  benefit  of  any  one  particular  lo'iality, 
and  believing  the  Council  to  entertain  tiie  same 
opinion,  cannot  recommend  tho  assessment  contem- 
plated and  proposed  by  said  bill. 

But  as  it  is  oi'  very  great  importance,  and  highly 
necessary  to  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  Town- 
]ines — the  only  County  Roads  In  the  County — your 
Ccmmlttec  would  call  the  attention  of  the  several 
Township  Municipalities  to  the  authority  vested  in 
them  by  By-Law  No.  1,  of  this  Council,  that  autho- 
rises and  allows  them,  jointly  and  severally,  to  im- 
prove ai)d  keep  in  repair  their  respcclivi.'

The  Standing  Committee  on  County  Property,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  County  Engineer's  Report, 
having  attentively  considered  the  same,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  ibllowing  report,  which  they  recom- 
inend  for  the  adoption  of  this  Council. 

lii  reference  to  certain  alterations  in  the  Court 
and  Judges'  Rooms,  suggested  by  the  ShcrifT  and 
Judges  for  the  greater  convenience  of  the  public 
business,  as  well  as  the  belter  accommodation  of 
this  Council,  your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  the  Engineer  be  instructed  to  pre;iare  a  plan 
and  eslim'..e  thereof,  and  suomit  the  sr'ine  to  the 
Commissioners  appointed  under  By-La\  No.  172, 
o<  the  late  District  Council,  and  that  upon  the  re- 
commendatioi.  of  said  Commissioners^  the  En^^ineer 
be  authorized  to  execute  the  same  previous  to  the 
next  session  ot  this  Council. 

Your  Committee  find  that  tiie  present  cost  to  the 
County  for  furnishing  candles  for  the  use  of  the 
several  Courts  and  sessions  of  this  Council,  amounts 
annually  to  about  j£43,  and  fro  n  a  letter  received 
from  the  manager  oi  the  Gas  Company,  your  Com- 
mittee have  ascertained  that  the  estimated  expense, 
for  lighting  the  Court  House  witli  Gas,  will  not  ex- 
ceed J640,  for  fittings,  &c.,  and  the  ustimated  ex- 
pense for  consumption  will  not  exceed  £10  per 
annum.

Wi\h  reference  to  the  application  of  the  County 
Engineer,  praying  that  ue  may  be  allowed  the  use 
of  cert!»-a\  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  old  gaol 
as  offices,  until  such  rooms  shall  be  required  by 
the  Council  for  other  purposes,  would  recommend 
that  he  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  same. 

Your  Committee  find  that  thi  work  and  repairs 
ordered  to  be  done  by  the  late  District  Council,  to 


the  County  property,  'lave  br?n  executed  in  a  satis- 
fy ctory  manner,  but  in  consequence  of  the  supply 
of  water  being  irregular  at  the  Gaol,  it  became 
necessary  to  provide  larger  cisterns,  whereby  the 
expense  was  increased  Jb28  2s.  Sd.,  they  recom- 
mend that  the  Treasurer  be  ai'.thorised  to  pay  this 
extra  amount.  '  ''".[ 

In  regard  to  the  petition  of  John  Blair  the  Coul^' 
House  KeepL.',  praying  the  Council  to  take  into 
consideration  the  extra  services  he  has  to  perform,

University  and  the  Upper  Canada  Collegr. 


TO  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  YORK. 


The  Standing  Co.nmittee  on  Education  beg  leave 
■to  report,  that  the  only  matters  relating  to  educa- 
tion, placed  by  the  Municipal  and  School  Acts  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  mere  routine  duties  to  be  perfi»rmed  by  r^er- 
tain  of  the  county  officers,  is  the  power  to  make 
provision  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  candidates 
attendant  upon  their  competition  for  scholarships 
an(t  cKhibitions  at  the  University  and  Upper  Canada 
College,  and  to  endow  Fellowships,  Scholarships, 
Exhibitions  and  other  Prizes  ?.t  those  Seminaries  of 
learning,  to  be  open  to  competition  amongst  the 
pupils  of  the   public    Grammar    Schools  of  the 
County. 

Among  the  Scholarships  at  the  University,  are 
three  reserved  for  each  District,  tenable  for  three 
years,  and  giving  one  vacancy  every  year  ;  these 
Scholarships   entitle  the  successful   candidate   to 
exemption  from  all  the  dues  and  fees  during  three 
years  from  the  dato  of  their  election.     Your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  ^  the  Council  to  niake 
these  Scholarships  as  vaLmble  as  the  six  Univer- 
ty  iSoholarships,  by  the  appropriation  of  a  sufficient 
sum  from  the  County  funds,  to  obtain  the  privilege 
of  ruuuia  ouil  commons  without  charge  to  tiie  sue- 
cess<ul  competitors.     Your  Committee  have  ascer- 
tained that  £40  per  annum  for  each  Scholarship 
would  be  adequate  for  thRi  purpose.     They  have 
also   made  enquiry  as  to  the  expense  of  placing 
three  Exhibitions,  with  one  annual  vacancy  at  Up- 
per Canada  College  upon   the  same  footing,  and 
nave  ascertained  the  amount  required  for  that  pur- 
pose to  be  £25  annually  for  each  exhibition,  pro- 
vided exempt'on  from  fees  of  tuition  should  be  ac- 
corded by  the  proper  authority,  which  they  have 
reason  to  believe,  would  be  granted  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  this  Council.     Your  Coiumittee   would 
therefore  reoommend  the  endowment  of  these  exhi- 
bitions albo.    The  earliest  period  at  which  candi- 
dates  oould  be  elected  at  the   University  would  be 
in  October  next  ;  supposing  two  then  elected,  or3 
for  the  University,  and  one  for  the  Upper  Canada 
College,  the  first  payment  amounting  to  £21  13s. 


4d.,  would  be  due  in  January  .ullowing,  and  a  lika 
sum  at  the  termination  of  each  term  of  the  first  year, 
£05  in   all.     For  the  second  year  £130,  for  the 
third  £195— after  which  timo  that  sum  would  be 
the  annual  charge.     In   recommending  this  appro- 
priation from  the  County  funds  for  the  encourage- 
ment  of  learning  among  the  youth  of  this  county, 
your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  superior 
education   obtained  by  the  successful  competitors 
will  be  the  least  of  the  advantages  derived  from 
these  endowments— they  will  prove  a  strong  stimu- 
lunt  to  to  exertion  among  all  the  Scholars  of  the 
several  Grammar  Schools  of  the  County,  and  the 
standard  which  the  competitors  must  reach  to  en- 
title  them  to  election,  cannot  fail  to  give  a  high 
racter  to  the  institutions  where  they  receiver^ 
previous  instruction.     In  conclusion,  your  Com- 
mittee deem  it  moie  advisable  to  make  these  en- 
dowments tenable  but  for  one  year,  the  continu- 
ance of  the  advantages  to  depend  on  an  annual 
examination,  it  having  been  stated  to  your  Com- 
mittee, that  the  holders  of  the  three  years'  Scholar- 
ships, having  once  obtained  them,  are  apt  to  relax 
their  efforts  in  their  after  course.     VViih  respect  fo 
the  subject  of  assessing  the  County  for  the  erection 
of  Grammar  Schools,  referred  to  this  Committee, 
it  appears,  ihat  the  expense  of  erecting  those  at 
Newmarket  and  Streetsville  have  been  defrayed 
by  voluntary  contribution,  and  it  would  hardly  be 
just  to  make  that  of  the  Townships  of  Whitby  alone 
chargeable  upon  the  funds  of  the  County ;  at  the 
same  time  it  is  also  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  con- 
dition attached  by  the  4lh  and  5lh  Vic,  chap.  19, 
requires  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality,  where   a 
Grammar  Schojl  may  be  established  to  provide  a 
suitable  School  House.

The  Cou  IV  Council  are  also  of  opinion  that  the 
provision  I /r  trying  and  deciding  contested  elec- 
tions, occurring  in  municipalities,  may  be  altered 
with  advantage,  and  the  powerof  adjudicating  upon 
the  same,  placed  in  the  municipalities  reapictively, 
where  it  may  be  speedily  determined  with  but  little 
cost  to  the  parties. 

The  late  Home  District  Council  also  addrr ssed  a 
memorial  to  your  Hon.  Body,  on  the  31st  of  Janu- 
ary 1849,  expressing  the  opinion  tlmt  the  appoint- 
ment of  all  Count vOfRcers  should  be  placed  at 
their  disposal,  to  which  document  the  County  Coun- 
cil would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  refer,  (a  copy 
of  which  is  attHclied  hereto.)  and  desire  to  reiterate 
the  opinions  und  sentiments  iheicin  coniained  ;  and 
cannot  help  alluding  to  the  inconsistency  of  nllow- 
ing  an  irrespou-iililc  body  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  piissing  accmuils 
which  are  paid  out  of  tlie  County  Treasury,  with- 
out reference  to  the  County  Council  ;  ami  would 
strongly  recomm'nd  the  amalg  imaiion  ofthoodicBH 
of  Clerk  of  the  P.ace  and  Comity  (^leik,  by  which 
a  clushmg  of  duties  may  be  avoidi-d,  and  a  con. 
siderable  saving  eirectcd  to  the  revenues  of  the 
County. 

The  County  Council  desire  to  record  their  opinion 
that  a  cheaper  and  more  extended  system  of  uujudi- 


eating  upon  matters  of  contracts  and  debt,  V^iih 
])ower  similar  to  the  present  Division  Courts  to  de- 
cide on  amounts  of  twenty. five  pounds  and  under 
in  open  accounts,  and  to  the  extent  of  fifty  pounds 
on  promissory  notes,  to  be  helu  within  each  muni- 
cipality, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  municipal 
corporations  .shall  direct,  to  be  presided  over  by 
a  Judge  chosen  from  the  legal  profession,  whose 
remuneration  shall  be  by  fees  chargeable  on  the 
litigants,  is  imperatively  called  for;  as  well  as  the 
establishment  of  a  Court  to  take  cognizance  of  dis- 
puted  boundaries  within  municipalities,  from  whose 
di'visioii  there  shall  be  an  appeal ;  and  would  re- 
commend that  when  disputes  of  that  nature  arise, 
that  the  parlies  at  issue  be  authorized  to  choose  each 
a  licensed  Surveyor,  and  that  the  two  latter  name  a 
third  licensed  Surveyor,  who  shall  decide  the  mat- 
ter at  issue,  und  from  whose  decision  there  shall  be 
no  appeal.  And  this  Council  would  refer  to  the 
memorial  to  your  Honorable  Hody  from  'ho  lata 
Home  District  Cnuncil,  under  date  of  the  1st  of 
,'uly,  1848,  on  that  head. 

The  Council  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Leg- 
iilature  to  the  necessity  that  exists  that  some  mode 
of  registry  of  births,  and  deaths,  as  well  as  mar- 
riages, ill  each  municipal  corporation,  should  be 
adopted,  compelling  the  ir.habitants,  under  fine,  to 
register  with  the  Clerk  of  such  municijiality,  all 
such  ocrurrmces,  |who  shall  report  periodically  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council,  in  order  lo  the 
better  osiablishinent  of  titles  of  inheritance.

This  document, 
together  with  the  various  Nlulriuenis  Hfcou.panying 
ll,  Nos.  I,  2,  3,  4,  niid  ."i,  rxhibiliiig  the  Iloiid  Tax 
due  lo  ihf  Neveriil  township*,  Htaleiiiriil  of  bridgo 
loans,  Ahslrnol  of  iho  financial  airmis  of  Yoik, 
Cash  (iialemeni  of  the  name,  and  an  rminmtoof  the 
amount  required  tu  ho  assessed  on  the  Cuuiiiy   fjr 


general  purposoK,  together  with  a  communioatlon 
addressed  In  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, w  ilh  a  tabular  slalemcnl  of  the  rise  and  pro- 
gresn  of  the  County,  from  its  earlieM  «elllemont  lo 
the  present  time,  aflording  much  valuable  informa- 
tiipii,  all  of  whiiih  your  Coinmitleo  would  reooni- 
mend  being  |)rinled  in  the  Minute*  of  Iho  Council 
In  detail. 

Your  Committee  recommend  ihil  the  TrpaMiirM' 
ho  directed  lo  make  the  usual  finanolal  arrancf- 
menis  wiih  the  Hank  of  Upper  Canada,  a«  alluded 
to  in  his  (M)inuiuiiieiilion,  that  In  case  of  neCMwity, 
the  reveuiKH  ol  the  County  may  he  nntioip»t«d. 

Willi  rctorencfi  lo  the  comntunioalion  from  th» 
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Secretary  of  the  Province,  enclosinp  an  account 
for  book's  furnished  the  Registry  Office  of  the 
County,  your  Committee  recommend  the  Treasurer 
bo  directed  to  pay  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  9  Vic,  Cap.  34. 

The  offer  for  the  east  half  of  Lot  No.  3,  1st  Con. 
Scoit,  sold  to  Robert  Bellamy,  as  he  has  not  fulfil- 
led the  terms  of  the  sale,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  offer  of  Benjamin  B.  Armstrong  be 
acceded  to,  of  ten  shillings  and  sixpence  an  acre, 
ton  pounds  payable  in  advance,  and  the  residue 
in  four  annual  instalments,  with  interest. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  the  Ab- 
aentee  Tax,  heretofore  applied  to  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  District,  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
various  townships  to  which  it  belongs,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  County,  and  paid  to  the  order  of 
Township  Treasurer*;  when  duly  accredited. 

Your  Committee  have  directed  their  attention  tn 
the  report  of  the  District  Auditors,  and  tJio  various 


accounts  and  voucliers  accompanying  the  same, 
togetiier  with  the  return  of  the  expenses  for  the 
erection  of  a  Lock-up  house  in  the  Township  of 
Markham,  which  does  not  call  for  any  particular 
action  or  remark  on  the  part  of  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  want  of  information  that  exists 
as  to  the  period  "  the  Tavern  License  Fund"  will 
be  applicable  to  tlie  resources  of  this  County,  and 
direct  that  the  Warden  do  communicate  with  the 
Government  on  that  head.

The  interest  which  the  County  Council  is  sup- 
posed to  tai<o  in  nil  matters  relating  to  the  County 
—its  progress  in  wealth,  manufactures,  agricul- 
ture, arts  and  sciences,  is  the  apology  which  I 
make  for  obtruding  on  you.  Sir,  tiie  result  of  some 
investigations  and  calculations,  designed  to  exhibit 
the  advances  which  the  County  of  Yorlc  has  made, 
from  its  first  organization  as  a  District,  down  to  the 
year  1848,  when  the  last  census  or  statistics  wore 
obtained.  In  1801  the  population  was  only  942  ;  in 
1848  it  had  increased  to  83,000  !  making  an  aver- 
age annual  increase  in  the  47  years,  of  1,740,  or  a 
total  of  82,058  I  The  cultivated  land  in  tlio  same 
year  was  supposed  to  bo  but  1,281  acres,  while  in 
1848  it  had  reached  to  370,909  acres.  The  as- 
sessed value  of  property  in  1801,  •  'ould  amount  to 
£12,555  ;  but  in  1848  it  amounted  to  £l,l0r),39G. 
The  great  increase  in  the  value  of  land  is  strongly 
illustrative  of  the  progress  ma  le.  When  the  as- 
sessment law  of  1819  was  passed,  tho  Legislature 
estimated  cultivated  lands,  on  an  average,  at  20s. 
per  acre,  and  uncultivated  at  four  shillings  ;  in 
1848  the  people  themselves  valued  the  ibrmcr  at 
£5  15s.  5d.,  peracre,  and  the  latter  at  £3  3s.  3d., 
— nearly  500  per  cent  advance  on  cultivated,  and 
nearly  1500  per  cent  on  uncultivated.    Dut  to  shew 


in  aildiiion  the  rapid  progress,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  take  one  example  out  of  many,  and  that  is,  that 
tho  entire  taxes  of  tho  now  po]Tulous  and  wealthy 
townships  of  Whitby  and  Pic  .cring  in  1801, 
amounted  together  only  to  £3  l)s.  3d.,  while  in 
184S,  the  former  paid  £804  15s,  5d.,  and  the  latter 
£095  18s.  3d.,  making  altogether  £1560  13s.  8d. 

The  growth  of  tho  City  in  wealth  and  population, 
(only  330  in  1801),  possessing  as  it  does  no  natural 
advantages  beyond  that  of  a  good  harbour,  is  also 
strongly  indicative  of  that  of  the  District  from  which 
it  has  derived  its  main  support.  The  wealth,  how. 
ever,  of  the  County  and  its  comparative  progress, 
will  appear  in  a  more  tangible  form  in  the  accom- 
panying Tables,  to  which  I  beg  reference,  and  which 
exclusive  of  the  property  described  in  the  heading, 
and  necessarily  omitted  for  want  of  information  as 
to  its  value,  shows,  on  the  estimate  made,  real 
property  to  the  amount  of  £4,992,236 ;  personal 
pr(^)erty  £1,200,487,  and  the  products  of  1848, 
£517,359 ;  making  a  grand  total  of  six  millions, 
seven  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand,  six  hundred 
and  eighty-two  pounds  f

Whereas,  the  lOlh  &  llthyic,  chap.  14,  enacts 
that  a  general  Census  shall  be  taken  in  the  months 
of  February  and  March  in  the  year  1850;  And 
by  the  said  Act,  it  is  further  enacted,  that  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  [he  several  District  Councils  in  Up- 
per Canada,  to  set  ofTand  apportion  each  Township

1.  Be  it  therefore  mactcil  hy  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cil of  the  County  of  York,  That  rach  township  or 
union  of  townships,  and  tlio  incorporated  Village  of 
Osliawa  in  llio  County  of  York,  shall  be  an  Enu- 
meration Division  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Act,

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
County  of  York,  That  there  bo  raised,  levied  and 
collected  in  the  same  manne"  as  heretofore,  on  all 
rateable  property  belonging  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  County  of  York  lialile  to  be  issessed  during  the 
present  year,  over  and  above  all  other  Rates  and 
Assessments  imposed,  or  to  be  imposed  by  the  sev- 
eral Municipalities  in  the  said  County,  a  sum  not

A   BY-L/.  W 

To  fix  the  Filaries  of  certain  County  Officers. 


1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Municipal  Council  cf  the 
County  of  York,  And  it  is  hereby  enacted,  that 
there  shall  be  aHowed  and  paid  to  the  several  offi- 
cers appointed  by  the  County  Council,  the  following 
yearly  Salaries  and  Allowances,  out  of  the  Funds 
or  Revenues  of  the  County  of  York,  for  tlic  due 
and  faithful  performance  and  fulfilment  of  their 
respective,  duties  as  such  officers,  respectively, 
that  is  to  say, 

To  the  Treasurer,  in  lieu  of  all  per  centagos 
chargeable  on  i.ionevs  payable  for  County  purposes, 
the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  t'ounds. 

To  the  County  Clerk  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty  Five  Pounds. 

To  the  County  Engineer  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Pounds. 

To  the  County  Auditors  each  the  sum  of  Ten 
Pounds. 

2.  And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful  for  the 
trea.'urer  of  the  County,  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rized,  quarterly,  to  retain  for  his  own  use,  out  of 
the  general  fund^       revenues  of  the  County,  which 


shall  come  into  his  uands,  the  proportion  oi  his 
salary  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  to  pay  quarter- 
ly t'  the  other  officers,  the  several  and  respective 
salaries  or  allowances,  also  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
out  of  the  like  funds,  and  that  tliis  By-Law  shall  be 
a  sufficient  W arrant  and  Authority  to  the  Treasurer 
to  retain  and  pay  the  said  Salaries  and  Allowan- 
ces ;  such  Salaries  and  Allowances  to  be  computed 
from  the  first  day  uf  January,  1350  :  And  that  By- 
Law  No.  133  of  the  late  District  Council  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  offices  of  the  Treasurer,  Clerk 
of  the  Peace,  and  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  be 
considered  as  County  Public  Offices,  and  kept 
open  and  attended  for  the  general  business  of  the 
County,  during  tiie  usual  hours,  viz  :  from  Ten  to 
Tliree  o'clock,  (Sundays  auu  the  usual  public  Holi- 
days exf^epted).

To  Repeal  the  1st  and  ith  clauses  of  By-law  No.  25,  as  far  as  relates  to  allowances  to  Tcwn  Clerks 
afdPound-^epers,  andthewholeof%.lawsNos.42,  86,  and  89.  of  the  late  Drstnct  Council. 


Be  it  rnacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
County  oj  York,  That  so  much  of  By  Law  No.  25, 
of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  late  Home  District, 
as  regulated  the  Salaries  and  fees  to  be  received  by 
the  Township  Clerks  and  Pound  Keepers  of  the 
several  Townships  of  this  County— together  with 
By-Laws  No.  42,  entitled  a  Bv-Law  to  authorize 
the  sale  of  "tone.  Timber,  SancI,  Earth  and  other 
materials  upon  Highways  and  Road  Allowances, 
and   lor  other  purposes  therein  named— No.  80, 


entitled  a  By-Law  to  authorize  the  inhabitants 
of  Newmarket  to  commute  their  Statute  Labour, 
and  No.  89,  entitled  a  By-Law  to  tax  the  owners  of 
Dogs  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.
